Intyre of Ensign; two sisters, Mrs. W. 
E. Potts of Helix, .Oregon, and Mrs. 
Mida Pickell of Salem, Qregon; and 
two brothers, Daniel N. and Archibald 
C. of Pendleton, Oregon. 

Funeral services were conducted 
from the I'nited Church, Vulcan, by 
Kev. M. Dobson on Wednesday after¬ 
noon, Feb. 28. at 2.30 o’clock. Arrange¬ 
ments were in charge of the Snod¬ 
grass Funeral Home and interment 
was made in the Vulcan cemetery.

Conference Believe Cost of

Rev. E. Ci. Hansell, speaking- in 
High River, at the provincial nomin¬ 
ating convention of the Social Credit 
party, attacked Prime Minister King 
for his unexpected dissolution of Par¬ 
liament. “He was afraid to face the 
music” was the comment. “He did not 
want to have the records examined on 
the floor of the house.” The speaker 
gave instance of a building in Calgary 
assessed for $40,000 and bought, he 
claimed, by the government fpr $80, 
000. “I wanted to inquire into that 
purchase,’ ’he said, “but people have 
not access to the government records 
when parliament is in session. I can¬ 
not get those figures now." 

Mr, Cobb said that a return to the 
outworn system of old parties would 
once more involve the government in 
a mire of debt. A debt-free province 
in 1905 became debt ridden to the 
amount of $95,000,000 in 1921, he 
said, and this was increased to 161 
million in 1935, besides the annual 
revenue in use. Of the 15 million col¬ 
lected annually by U.F.A. TVt mililon 
went to bond holders, reducing social^ 
services which the people should 
have. The U.F.A. refused to honor 
the $9,000,000 in savings certificates 
bought by the people of the province. 
But S.C. gov’t, he said, had paid 
back more than $4,000,000 of.these 
-certificates of small investors, and 
paid wbat it could to bank and finan¬ 
cial institutions. Another government 
would just borrow more to pay more. 

Mr. Hansell gave an interesting ad¬ 
dress, varying his more serious at¬ 
tacks on federal policies with an 
amusing and dramatic description of 
the four hour session at Ottawa. Re-

Deer, Griffin of Little Bow, Johnson 
of Acadia, ate. 

All unanimously agreed on certain 
planks of a provincial platform. 

(1) The necessity of restoring to 
the debtor equivalent protection to 
that enjoyed by him when the’presenc 
government took office. 

(2) The necessity of refunding the 
debt of the province at the low rates 
of interest.enjoyed by other provin¬ 
ces with the restoration of the credit 
of the province as the first step to¬ 
wards that end. 

(3) That our problems demand the 
closest co-operation and harmony be¬ 
tween the provinces and the Dominion 
instead of rivalry and sabotage. 

(4) That there should be a self- 
respecting and efficient civil service 
free from patronage. 

(5) That every piece of legislation 
that restricts the liberty of the sub¬ 
ject’s of access to the courts, and free 
dom of the press, if they have not al¬ 
ready been disallowed by the courts—• 
or the Dominion, should be at the first 
opportunity striken from the statutes 
of the province. 

(6) The opinion among the candi¬ 
dates was unanimous that the cost of 
the administration of our government 
can be materially lowered without re¬ 
ducing the efficiency of a single, es¬ 
sential service. 

’(7) To assist the mother country 
in this hour of peril, with all our 
sources of wealth, of industry and of 
man power.

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Municipal Taxation 


TMANY ratepayers in considering the duties of the 
municipal council, fail to realize the small pro¬ 
portion of the total tax levy which is controlled by the 
Council. It has been estimated that on an average only 
about 20'4 o|r 25 ’A of the total tax burden is subject to 
municipal council control. The whole question then of 
rise or fall in taxes must be limited—so far as local con¬ 
trol is concerned—to one quarter of the total land levy. 
Almost the only important points at which economies 
may be effected are in administration costs and roads. 
N^itl^enrf these can be subjected to any considerable 
reduction, without a loss quite out of proportion to the 
saving. The responsibilities of a secretary-treasurer, 
for gxample, require expert training, ability, efficiency 
and good judgment. He is the administrator of targe 
sums of money, expended in many services. It has in¬ 
variably proved good business to engage an experienced 
competent man and pay him a reasonable price for his 
services. Any other course may involve a municipal dis¬ 
trict in confusion and expense far exceeding any small 
salary saving. The proper maintenance and supervis¬ 
ion of roads is another vexatious question. But if these 
services are permitted to lapse, the initial outlay on con¬ 
struction is wasted, and future expense piles up. So 
the council has very definite limitations placed even up¬ 
on controllable expenditures. Added to these perennial 
problems are later ones of unemployment and indigene 
relief. And councils are to be congratulated on having 
provided for a measure of relief to unemployed and in¬ 
digents without resorting to a much greater levy on the 
taxpayer. Making income cover old and new expendi¬ 
ture, has become a fine art with municipal bodies in re¬ 
cent years, and the problem is not simplified by the re¬ 
duced-assessments which have been made effective. 

Included in uncontrollable elements is the Social Ser¬ 
vice tax imposed by the government, but collected by 
the municipality. Good years or bad this 3 mill rate is a 
fixed charge and mustire paid or added to the debt bur¬ 
den. Equally the school requisition is a tax which is 
passed on to the council and must be met if the children 
are to be given the required educational services. There 
is little alternative for the council in payment ot their 
share of old age pensions, mothers’ allowances, health 
sanitation, hospitalization, etc. These do not make up 
a large share of the total, but they must be paid. Unem¬ 
ployment relief has recently been lightened to some de¬ 
gree by the senior govrnments assuming of the 

cost instead of the former 60'/<, but indigent relief s 
still a sole charge on the municipality. 

/Municipal.councils in this,area, at least, have set a 
very fine example in administration of the limited rev¬ 
enue at their disposal. Their record is the more meri¬ 
torious when it is-considered that the ability of the tax- 
per to pieet his obligations is dependent entirely on the 
productivity of the land—a condition which varies 
greatly from year to year. 


Canadian Legion Funds 


¥ AST week the local public was solicited for funds 

^ for the Canadian Legion. It is said that few peo¬ 
ple refused, almost a^l making their modest contribu¬ 
tion. But in the minds of most of the contributors was 
a very vague idea of what the funds are. It is under¬ 
stood that the plan is to train the soldiers, particularly 
the younger men, for re-entrance into civilian life after 
the war. But there does not seem to be specific infor- 
niation as to whether this training is by way of lectures 
or in*shop work. Is it to be compulsory or voluntary 
on the part of'the soldiers? If any consistent training in 
technical or mechanical lines is to be carried out, what 
are the arrangements in respect to movement of soldiers 
from one point to another? Will facilities be available 
at every point? 

This must not be interpreted as any criticism of the 
cause. It is more by way of inquiry. The public may 
rest assured that it will be called upon time and again 
by different organizations, all having laudable plans for 
the comfort of the soldiers in training or action, and 
for their re-establishment after the war. It would be ti 
good plan to keep the public fully informed on exactly 
what is resulting to the benefit oT the soldier. Is this 
the best and most effective way of advancing the sold¬ 
iers’ welfare during the war, and safeguarding his in¬ 
terests after the war? Or would a combining of effort 
under one body bring more real benefit to the soldier?

Candidates in the federal election are warned that they 
are liable to fine, imprisonment and possible unseating, if 
they sign a pledge. They may promise what they please, 
verbally, but it is illegal to sign on the dotted line. It 
should not have been necessary to put such a thing in the 
statutes. There always were organizations lying in wait for 
candidates weak enough to sign agreement with certain 
fads, or so-called reforms. Any candidate who would do it 
should have been regarded as disqualified by the electors". 
By binding himself he reduced his status, if elected, from 
,a free representative to a tied delegate. , 


In Louisiana, Huey Long built up a machine which made 
him virtual dictator of the state. It was bui.lt on pillage, 
patronage and police, like any other dictatorship. Huey 
was shut and killed, but the machine was strong enough 
to keep goinfe under the direction of his brother, Earl. Last 
week the people had a chance to smash the machine and 
they did it. Now Huey’s heirs and benefactors will have to 
disgorge and go to prison, but it will take many years for 
the state to recover from the error it made when it fell for 
the eloquence of a ruffian demagogue. Nevertheless—sic 
semper tyrannis. 


Germany asserted the right to sink any neutral ship 
that accepted British convoy or went into a British port for 
search, but denies Britain the right to search in neutral 
waters a German ship that escorted the Von Spee as an 
auxiliary and carried 300 British prisoners. 


American consular reports show that 500,000 applied for 
permission to leave Germany for the United States. More 
than half of these are from Germany proper where every¬ 
body is in love with Nazism and loyal to the fuerher. 


An authoritative Italian paper declares there is a spirit¬ 
ual, political and military pact between the Duce and his 
people who will march whften and where he wills. The tied 
press has often said this. Why repeat it now? If it were 
true it would not need to be said. 


The Italian papers have never yet censured Germany for 
its actions, yet they are shocked by the British seizure of 
the Altmark. They condoned every act by which Hitler 
made prisoners or serfs of free people, but they have noth¬ 
ing but derision for a British exploit in setting prisoners 
free.

Alta. Regulations 
Re Hatcheries 


On Jan. 15, 1940, the provincial 
Dep't of Agriculture proclaimed 
Hatching Approval regulations. 

Un:le£these regulations, it is neces¬ 
sary for any hatchery having an egg 
capacity of 1,000 eggs or more to ob¬ 
tain a license from the Poultry 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Edmonton. The regulations provide 
that all prbducers selling eggs to com¬ 
mercial hatcheries in Alberta must 
havq their premises inspected and 
their flocks must be culled and blood 
tested under the supervision of offi¬ 
cers of the Poultry Branch. v 

All eggs set in commercial hatcher¬ 
ies. must weigh not less than 23 oun¬ 
ces per dozen, and all incubator travs 
of eggs must average at least 24 •oun¬ 
ces per dozen. Eggs must be sound in 
texture and clean. Hatcheries and in¬ 
cubators must be maintained in a sani¬ 
tary condition and chicks must be 
healthy and true to breed type. 

As in the past, these regulations 
will be enforced by the inspectors of 
the Dominion Department of Agricul¬ 
ture and the staff of the Poultry

We have never heard or read why Britain did not take 
over Heligoland after the other war. Under thb-treaty the 
fortifications had to be razed. They were razed, but were 
restored under the Hitler regime. It is again of great ad¬ 
vantage to Germany.This would have been prevented if Bri¬ 
tain had insisted on its being ceded to her after the other 


Whatever else the election may bring it is not unity. 
The conditions under which it was brought on forbid that. 
The government cannot bring about unity by contrasting 
its operations, about which we know nothing authentic, 
with the operations of another government in another war. 
It is not to be brought about by charging the opposition 
with the intention to introduce conscription and to discrim¬ 
inate against one of the two great races. 


Such words as shrewd,'bstute and clever, should not be 
applied to the abrupt dissolution of parliament, yet gov¬ 
ernment organs have used them all. It did not require 
cleverness; all it required/was willingness. Having called 
parliament for the despatch of business there was some 
reason for dissolving it without doing business and anyone 
is justified in assuming it was done to avoid interrogation 
and investigation. Opposition leaders, papers, candidates 
and speakers may say what they like about the govern¬ 
ment’s operations since the war began, but they cannot 
prove it. Government speakers can deny charges even if 
true. No one can disprove the denial. The case goes to the 
jury without evidence or cross-examination.

“A truly national government” said 
Mr. King, “cannot be founded on an 
unnatural attempt to harmonize con¬ 
flicting views. A combination created 
as a result of bargaining between con¬ 
flicting parties is not a national gov¬ 
ernment. A political leader who can¬ 
not command support in all parts of 
the country will have little chance of 
forming a government strong enough 
to be a unifying force in war. Wh^it 
Dr. Manion really means is a ‘Union’ 
government, and he would have treat¬ 
ed you more fairly if he had used that 
word. What he is advocating is 
avowedly a government composed ol 
men of different political parties, antf 
therefore of conflicting political opm"^ 
ions. , 

“A union government is almost cer¬ 
tain to mean one cr two things—a 
weak government because of endless 
compromises, or a dictatorial govern¬ 
ment on the Europeas- plan with sup¬ 
pression of minorities and silencing, of 
opposition. It might ; alsobe a subter¬ 
fuge to bring together men jvhose 
main puipose is to take sonie™>ui^e 
which they would not be pf6)>ared to 
champion openly.” '*• 

Mr. King belj eve* Dr. Manion 
should have infornilt the public of the 
best minds he has in view, as Sir Rob¬ 
ert Borden did in 1917.
